|bility for maintaining and widen- 
ling the channels through which 
such equality may be attained.

jculture a proper object of assist- 
jance in research, education and 
; marketing. 

“Agricultural resources should 
be used effectively. The destruc- 
tion of food, the holding idle of 
productive agricultural resources 
and a prolonged delay in the ad- 
justment to new technology —

lic will not tolerate indefinitely. 
“Farmers should be protected 
against the price swings of the 
free market.

Always something new in fish 
and game and now we learn that 
trout and other fish are becoming 
occasional dope users without be- 
ing molested by the narcotic bu- 
reau. We hasten to add that the 
fish suffer no ill effects from a 
shot or is there any danger to the 
fisherman who catches a drugged 
trout. 


Sodium amytal, a hypnotic-type 
bartituate drug is now being used 
to reduce action of the fish and 
consequently the need for less oxy- 
gen and less water in transporta- 
tion for planting. The use-dis- 
covery is credited to our old friend 
Al Reese, fish and game pilot who 
called Monday to give us some 
first hand data. 


The use of this drug is as revo- 
lutionary to fish management as 
the employment of the airplane in 
trout planting of high elevation 
lakes. It was of special interest 
to us as we had jokingly discussed 
the subject some years ago during 
a trip baek from Phoenix with the 
State fisheries bureau chief and 
*jsuperintendent of hatcheries. 


Al dropped a few more thousand 
fingerling trout in some of our 
lakes last Monday. Under the drug 
system that was used an average 
of 2,280 fingerling trout per gal- 
lon of water was transported com- 
pared to only 425 fish for each 
; Sallon that would have been used 
under ordinary methods. 

Sportsmen probably haven't rea- 
lized that in planting fish, the 
bulk of the load being transported 
has always been water, not fish. 
The new system works equally 
well with the catchable size trout. 
Under the old system it required 
140 gallons of water to transfer 150 
pounds of trout but with the fish 
in a hypnotic state, 350 can be 
moved with only 110 gallon of 
water.
